Greetings 


We are very pleased to present our Fall 1949 - Spring 
1950 catalog, featuring Iris, Peonies, Daffodils and He- 
merocallis to our new as well as to our former customers, 
because we are certain that we have something well 
worth your careful study and comparison. 

In 1885, my Grandfather Wild purchased $45.00 worth 
of Peonies for his son, Gilbert, who was eight years old 
at the time. These plants were planted back of the 
house; and at the age of eleven, Gilbert Wild shipped 
one crate of Peony cut flowers to Omaha, Nebraska, in 
a carload of strawberries. The wholesaler sent Gilbert 
$3.00 for this first shipment. In 1887, $3.00 to an eleven- 
year old boy was considerable money, and being a lover 
of flowers Gilbert continued to grow Peonies the remain- 
der of his life. 

In 1938, Gilbert H. Wild passed away, but the partner- 
ship of Gilbert H. Wild & Son continued with his two 
daughters, Alice Wild Headley, St. Louis, Missouri; Max- 
ine Wild Mills, Sarcoxie, Missouri; along with the ‘and 
Son” part, Allen J. Wild, his daughter, Shirley Gene Wild, 
and his son, James (Jim) H. Wild. 

Shirley Gene Wild graduated from Cottey College, 


June, 1945, and from Missouri University, June, 1947, and 
is now with us here in the office. Jim has just completed 
his third year at Missouri University, where he is major- 
ing in Floriculture. We hope in the future to have Jim 
with us, and working to develop some outstanding new 
varieties of Peonies for us. 

Thus you can see, Peony growing has been one of our 
“specialties” for many years, as we have accumulated 
what we consider an excellent group of varieties. In our 
135 acres of Peonies, we have over 1,000 varieties. 

While we had hoped to have a much larger number of 
colored pictures in this list (we ran into difficulties with 
our negatives), we do have a start and plan to add more 
colored pictures each year. 

We are truly appreciative of the many nice orders we 
received last season and the many favorable comments 
on our Fall 1948 - Spring 1949 catalog. In compiling this 
issue we have added a great number of new varieties, and 
in the descriptions we have endeavored to paint a word 
picture that would convey a true impression of the va- 
riety, enabling any prospective purchaser to form his own 
deductions and make evaluations of the various offerings. 
While the descriptions are mainly the introducer’s, or 
written by experts, we can agree practically 100 per cent

PAEONIA (Peony. Piney. Paeony ) 


The Paeonia or Peony was named after the mythical phy- 
sician, Paeon. The Peony is especially attractive and an im- 
portant flower-garden perennial, as it is prized for the 
showy spring and early summer blooms. The species num- 
ber about 25 in Europe and Asia, and one small flowered 
species, P. Brownii, in California. Peonies are among the 
dozen commonest and best hardy herbaceous perennials. By 
variation and hybridization, the garden forms are now very 
many. The herbaceous Peony has come into great promi- 
nence in the recent years. The merits of the plant have been 
recognized by the organization, in 1903, of the American 
Peony Society. The reasons for the popularity of the mod- 
ern race of herbaceous Peonies is given by Coit to be the 
ease with which they are grown, hardiness, permanence in 
the garden when once established, large size and wide range 
in color and form of the very showy flowers, fragrance of 
many of the varieties, freedom from disease and insects, use- 
fulness both for eut-flowers, and for landscape effects. 


The easiest and most satisfactory method of propagation 
of the herbaceous Peonies is by division of the large, thick 
roots. The roots may be lifted and divided any time from 
the middle of August until the stalks appear again in the 
spring. The best time is in the early autumn, when the cut 
surfaces soon callus over and new rootlets form before the 
frosts set in. Cut off the leaves and separate into as many 
divisions as can be made with an eye (or as many eyes as 
desired—we use 3-5 eyes per division) to each tuber. In 
digging, care should be taken that all of the tubers are dug 
up; for if not, they may remain dormant a season and then 
produce a shoot, giving rise to the many stray plants fre- 
quently found in old beds. Tubers divided without an eye 
should be planted, as they often act in a similar way, and 
make a showing above the ground in two years’ time. 


Propagating by seed is somewhat tedious; and is em- 
ployed only for the increasing distinct species, and for ob- 
taining new varieties. The seeds should be gathered as soon 
as ripe and kept damp until sown in November. A mulch 
the first season will keep the ground moist and prevent

weeds from growing. Usually, two years are required for 
the seed to germinate, and three more years before a well- 
developed bloom can be expected. 


Peonies grow in all kinds of soil, but do best in deep, rich, 
rather moist loam. A clay subsoil, if well drained, is very 
beneficial when blooms are desired; but the tubers ramify 
more in lighter soils if grown for propogating purposes. In 
preparing the bed, trench the soil thoroughly two or more 
feet deep, working in a great quantity of well rotted cow 
manure, as the plants are gross feeders. The ground should 
be kept well tilled, and an annual top dressing put above 
the plants in November. They should have a liberal supply 
of water at all times, and especially while in bloom. The 
eyes should be set two inches below the surface. In trans- 
planting, it is a good plan to remove all the old earth so as 
to start with fresh unimpoverished soil next to the roots. 
The flowers produced on small divided plants are likely to 
be imperfect, but when established a plant will continue to 
bloom if undisturbed for upward to 20 years. During the 
period of blooming, an inconspicuous wire support is desir- 
able, as a heavy rain often beats down the flowers. Peonies 
do fairly well in partial shade, which prolongs and intensi- 
fies the color of the bloom, and therefore may be used to 
advantage to brighten up somber nooks. Blooming season 
ranges from middle of May through June. Blooming season 
here is May only. They grow one to four feet high and are 
suitable for planting in front of shrubbery, along driveways, 
and are especially pleasing when entering a distant vista. 


The old flowers should be cut off, so that no unnecessary 
seed follicles will be formed, and thereby exhaust the plant. 
It is important to remove the faded foliage or stalks on all 
Peonies the latter part of August or first of September, so 
that it may not interfere with the next year’s shoots. To se- 
cure extra-fine blooms on double flowering varieties, remove 
the lateral buds as soon as formed. When the first lateral 
bud is retained instead of the terminal one, a later period 
of blooming is secured.

It is a lovely, double, late white, with a hint of pink and a de- 
cided orange glow at the base of petals. Stock of this variety 
very scarce. This origination will be eagerly sought after when 
better known and more extensively planted. 


A. B. FRANKLIN (Franklin, 1928) (9.27) Each $3.00 


A very light blush when first opening, fading white. Very lovely 
flower of beautiful form that has a place with the finest peonies 
produced. A Gold Medal winner and very worthy of that dis- 
tinction. We have watched this peony since its introduction in 
1928, and can find no fault with it in any way. Late bloomer. 


ACME (Franklin) (8.90) Each $2.00 


Very large rose type, light pink with stiff stems and good foli- 
age, a sure and profuse bloomer, late, 36 inches.

Huge rose type white splashed with crimson, strong straight 
stems, tall, late.

Petals of a wavy texture, very symmetrically ar- 
ranged in circular form. Very attractive, and makes a splendid 
landscape subject. Don’t pass this one up.

This is one of the best reds in our opinion. Fully double, me- 
dium to dark in color. It is a good grower and a heavy producer 
of flowers. A center of attraction among our red flowers here 
at Sarcoxie. 


ANNA SASS (8.76) Each $1.00 
Delicate light pink with orchid undertone. 
ARMISTICE (Kelsey, 1933) Each $5.00 


Double, large rose pink. Very tall and strong stems. Rose for- 
mation. Late midseason. Very good variety. Fragrant. 


ARGENTINE (Lem.) (8.6) Each $1.50 
Late midseason. A large globular flower with symmetrically ar- 
ranged petals of good substance; color purest white with creamy 
tint toward the center; fragrant. This variety shows much 
promise and was among the top white we saw while in Minne- 
apolis in 1945.

Guard petals salmon-pink, center delicate lilac, sprinkled with 
minute dots of deeper lilac. Semi-rose type. Midseason.

Midseason. Intense velvety carmine with a distinct silver bor- 
der. A very handsome and distinct variety.

Medium dark red bomb, early, fragrant; opens well, large bloom 
on tall stiff stems. Continues to give promise as a most valua- 
ble addition to the list of commercial cut flower reds. Should 
eventually supersede Karl Rosenfield and Richard Carvel in that 
field. 


BLACK WARRIOR (Nicholls, 1941) Each $4.50 
Not yet rated. A full double, midseason bloomer. Red-black in 
color; no stamens show; medium size and height. A most in 
teresting introduction. Stock very limited.

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BLANCHE ELIE (Dr. F. G. Brethour, 1934) Each $10.00 


Double, midseason. White guards, pale yellow collar turning 
white. Often shows red markings. A very fine flower. This is 
very similar in form to Mons. Jules Elie. Fragrant. Stock very 
scarce. 


BLANCHE KING (Brand, 1922) (8.9) Each $3.00 


Deep, dark pinks are always admired in the garden planting 
and Blanche King fills the bill completely in this respect. The 
flower is very large, symmetrical and true rose type. A glowing 
deep pink that holds its color in the field or garden. Very late 
bloomer and a consistent winner at our National Peony Shows 
in this color class. 


BLUSH (Nicholls, 1941) Each $5.00 


Here is a peony that is unusually attractive and appealing to 
the eye. The delicate flush coloring greatly adds to its effective- 
ness when used in flower arrangements. Flower medium size, 
held stiff and erect on wiry stems. A very lovely peony that 
appeals to all. Colors hold well. 


BLUSHING BEAUTY (Franklin) (8.92) Each $3.00 


Large full rose type, pale pink with good stems. A good grower 
and free bloomer. Fragrant, late, 36 inches. 


BUFFALO GIRL (Kelsey, 1934) Each $4.00 


Double. Wine, or very deep pink color, shading to white at tips 
of petals. Good stiff stems. Huge blooms. 


CAPTAIN KIDD (Auten) Each $1.00 


Dark red semi-double, rich with purple. Large, nearly full dou- 
ble, tall.

Make 
sure they’ll get sun six hours a day. 


2. Bloom stems will lean toward the light, so locate your day- 
lilies for the best display.

3. Set dwarf early daylilies in rock garden or to bloom with iris.

Through the hottest 
part of summer, water daylilies heavily to increase size of your 
flowers. Contrast reds with palest yellows.

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The origin of the various names of the iris is as fanciful as the 
color and form of its flowers. Pliny wrote, nearly two thousand 
years ago, that “Iris” is Egyptian for “eye,” and that the name 
“Tris” signifies “Eye of Heaven.’ The word “Iris” is Greek for 
“rainbow.” In classic mythology, Iris, the rainbow personified, 
was one of the minor goddesses and messenger of the greater 
divinities, particularly of Juno. The Iris is also known as Fleur-de- 
lis, Fleurs-de-Lois, Flower-de-luce, Fleur-delice (Flower of Delight), 
Fluer-de-lueur (Flower of Light), Flag, “Poor Man’s Orchid,” 
“Orchid of the North,” “Rainbow Flower,’ “Dagger-Flower,”’ La 
Flambe Blanche, and many other names. 


The Iris are showy and interesting flowers for outdoor bloom, 
and they do give a rainbow-like display of colors. They are widely 
known and planted; perennials with rhizomes or bulb-like root- 
stocks, mostly narrow long leaves; and commonly erect habit. 
Something over 1,000 species of iris, with innumerable garden 
varieties are cultivated only to a slight extent. As will be seen 
by their distribution, iris are especially adapted by their hardi- 
ness to growth in our gardens, though some forms and species 
need special treatment or protection. 


The planting of the iris is a simple matter, as it has but few 
requirements; but these should be observed. 


The iris is a sun lover and grows most luxuriantly and flowers 
most abundantly in full exposure to the sun. It will grow well 
and flower to some extent in partial shade if normal moisture is 
available, but the quantity of flowers it will produce will usually 
be in proportion to the amount of sunshine it receives. The iris 
does well in a dry situation where most plants would perish of 
drought, and its ability to withstand heat and drought is one of 
its most valuable characteristics. 


Good drainage is essential. A moist soil suits the iris admirably 
if the drainage is good, but in the absence of drainage much 
moisture will cause decay. If the drainage is poor, sloping beds, 
mounds or ridges should be made for the plants. 


It is not particular as to soil. It will thrive in either heavy or 
light soil, but the former, if drainage is good, is preferable to the 
latter. Ordinary good garden loam suits it best. Unless the soil 
is poor, fertilizers are unnecessary, but if a richer soil is wanted, 
dig in a little bone meal. 


Iris like a little lime. Usually there is enough of this element 
present, but when it is lacking it may be supplied in the form of 
powdered slacked lime, pulverized old mortar or ground limestone. 


The iris can be successfully transplanted any time when the 
ground is not frozen. If planted in the spring, and especially late 
in the spring, it seldom blooms the same season, and if it does the 
blooms are not as fine as those it will produce the following 
season. 


Planting the rhizomes or iris roots. Prepare a hole large enough 
to take the spread of the roots. Remembering that the top of the 
rhizomes should be flush with the garden level or just slightly 
higher, scoop out enough soil to allow a cushion to support the 
rhizome. Spread the roots out to the side so they rest in a non- 
tangled, natural position. Then fill in the planting hole with soil 
and water the plants to settle the soil about the roots. Keeping 
the soil moist and well cultivated at ail times makes for better 
growth of the plants, It encourages the production of fibrous roots 
with which the plants feed. 


The best planting time for iris generally is from June to Sep- 
tember. In mild climates planting may be extended into the month 
of November. Where the winters are cold, it is best to practice 
early planting for this allaws the plants to become well rooted 
and established before going dormant. 


Winter protection is advisable in northern severe winters. After 
the ground has frozen, in winter, apply a covering of clean mate- 
rial—such as straw, pine boughs, salt or marsh hay or other mate- 
rial which will not pack down tight. It is very essential that ven- 
eilation be present at all times while the covering prevents freez- 
ing and thawing of the soil. Leaves and manure should not be 
used as a mulch. They pack tightly and encourage rotting of the 
roots. The mulch should be removed in late spring after danger of 
frost has passed. 


Most iris in common cultivation increase rapidly, and should be 
divided and replanted every two or three years; otherwise the 
rhizomes become matted, and the blooms decrease in size. 





NOTICE—We recommend July and August as being the best 
time to plant iris in the northern states with August and Septem- 
ber best for southern states. We do not advise planting in June. 
We begin shipments of iris July 1 and peonies about August 20.

A blended self of Meadowsweet rose with a 
smooth brushing of Inca gold across the haft. The flowers are 
of excellent form and extra heavy substance. H. M. 1946, R. 90.

A very large bloom of excellent substance. Standards buff tint- 
ed pink. Falls a lovely shade of pink. A grand blend from Mr. 
Lapham.
